Aﬀer Peter Fabell, otherwiſe called the merry Divell of 
Edmonton ( o the many excellent jefts he did) was a 
arts gore and a man, either to2 his gifts external,oz 
t , inferior tofew : fo2 his — he wers abſolute ; Na- 
ture had never ſhown the fulnette of her skill, moꝛe in any then 
in him: fo2 the other, J mean dis grent tearning ( including 
many Pifteries ) he was as amply bleſt ag any, 

Aery pleaſant, kind, and free-heartev was he. fo, 02 with his 
familiars : hery affable and courteons to ſtx angers, and dery li⸗ 
berall, fall of comiſeration and pitty to the poze and nevy: 
both ab2oav from his Purſs,and at home from dis Cable. In his 
time verp well known to him, and fometime (in paſtims) very 
familiar with him were theſe men: Oliver Smug, Sirloha ths 
merry Parſon, #anks the Piller, and mine Þeft ofthe George, 
in whole companies many times fo2 recreation he would ſpend 
ſome hours. In Edmenten he was ben, lived and died in the 
Raigne of King Henry ths 7. 

How Mafter P eter deceived the Divell with a Candles end. 
T the firftentrance of P, Peter into the Art of M:gick,bp 
charms, ſpels, and incontations, he raifed a Spirit, ans 
with the Spirit concluded, that if he would be obevient to him, 
ſerve, help,and further hime atſuchtimes,and in ſach things as 
he Gould command, his ſoul ſhould be his reward. This Firc⸗ 
Bꝛand of Yell (with great ſigu of rejoycing)' peelded and ſer: 
red him him (as his ſlave oz vaſlale) with very grrat diligente in 
many matters and imployments When this officious ſer vant 
thought he had been at his command long enough ( foz no terme 
oz time was ſet at the contra) he demanded his commanders 
ſonle,as the reward of his paſns, Why, (latd Paſter Peter 3

When the Divel ſaw he was ſo cunningly decei ved by Paſter 
Peter, with many bitter gxecrations he left him. 


How Maſter Peter deceived the Divel again, -. 


J Ot long after the Divel had been deccived by the merry 
TDivel-TWafter Peter Fabel ha went again to him, and finv- 


ing him a ſleep tok the end of the candle ( befoze ſpoken ol) out of 
his pocket,and a waked him: when he had ſo done, he ſhewed him

Many years after, when Paſter Deter Fabel by his whte hairs 
weakneſſe, aches, and ſuch like ſigns, perceived he could not live 
long:he went and digd his deathbed in the Churchwell, and there 
refed day and night heartily pzaying & repenting him of all the 
evell he had committed. | ;
